48-HOUR WEEK EFFECTIVE JULY 1 

The 48-hour week comes inte effect in Alberta on July 
Ist and the Act sets forth some specific clauses regarding | 
ei ployinent, both for employ ces and employers. 

Foremost is the clause which state 
may work more than J8 hours : 
hours a day. Overtime is only allowed by special permis- 
sion from the Deprartment and unless this permission is 
granted no emplovee may V ork mofe than 
time in any one day. 

The new Act is being closely studied by retail busi- 
ness men in particular all over the province and some dras- 
tic changes are expected in the hours of closing of many 
business concerns, 

Opening at 8 a.m. means that a business place, allow- 
ing one hour for lunch, must close at 6 p.m. for five days 
a week, and at 12 noon on Wednesday. This does not leave 
any exten hours for Saturday night opening, and the De- 
partinent has refused to m:

When Mr, Malcolm MacDonald, as 
Governor-General, settles down to 
married life in Malaya he will find a 
vast change in his surroundings from | 
what he was accustomed to in Ot-| 
tawa. He will be in a tropical coun- | 
try with relatively few white people | 
and four and a quarter millions of 
Malays, Chinese and Indians. He 
has to try and make a Malayan 
Union of them. 

The whole of Malaya is only about 
the size of England and Wales. In 
the Straits Settlements which include 
Singapore, there are twice as many 
Chinese as Malays; in the Malay 
states under the Sultans the Malays 
are in the majority; and in the so- 
alled unfederated states the Chinese 
igain lead. 


This is a racial tangle that acutely 
mplicates political affairs.

instance has any of this seed or 
grain ever germinated, Such are the 
facts, disappointing though they may 
be.

What, then, are the actual facts as 
regards the longevity of seeds? Na- 
turally, it varies immensely with dif- 
ferent types of seeds, and without 
going into great detail, I can give 
you two interesting cases cited by 
Dr. Ramsbottom, keeper of the bot- 
any department at the British Mu- 


sem of Natural History at South 
Kensington. 

As the result of air-raid damage 
to the herbarium of the museum in 
1940, the secds of some plants got! 
damp, including a type of Mimosa, 


which had been brought home from, 
China in 1793. In spite of their long 
sleep of 147 years in the herbarium 
the seeds germinated. 

But this is not the record. A seed} 
of the Sacred Lotus plant of the Nile 
(Nelumbium speciosum) was treated} 
with concentrated sulphuric acid and 
then with water, and in a matter of 
a few hours it germinated, and is 
actually growing now at Kew Gard-| 
ens. This specimen is known to 
have been collected 237 years ago. | 
This is the longest period of seed 
viability of which we are absolutely 
certain, It is true, certain seeds of 
the same plant taken from peat de- 
posits in Manchuria were germinated, 
and these deposits were thought to 
be three to four hundred years old, 
but we cannot be certain,
